RECOGNITION OF UNION 


DISCUSSED BY OPERATORS 


By Associated Frees. • 
'Philadelphia, Jan. 14.—Recognition of 


the union, which the anthracite cgai 
operator's maintain is not an issue be- 
fore the coal strike commission, was the 
principal demand attacked by the Erie 
company today in its contest against 
the claims of the United Mine Workers 
of America. General Superintendent 
W A. May" of the Hillside Coal & Iron 
company and. the Pennsylvania Coal 
company which are controlled by the 
Erie, was on the witness stand for a 
long time today and gave testimony 
tending to show that since the.advent 
of the union into the anthracite region 
the workmen were less efficient, that a 
lack of discipline has'resulted and that 
it interfered with authority and lim- 
ited the earning capacity of the em- 
ployes. On cross-examination May said 
he'thought that where the company and 
men disagreed some good might result 
by calling in a third party. Other wit- 
nesses were called who corroborated 
much, of Superintendent May's testi- 
mony"- 
Chairman Gray is expected to attend 


tomorrow's sessions. 
There was no time lost by the coal 
strike commission today In getting 
down to work. When the 
session 


opened counsel for the Erie company, 
which operates the collieries of the 
Hillside Coal & Iron company and tho 
Pennsylvania Coal company, continued 
the presentation of its case. Captain 
W. A. May, general superintendent of 
the coal department of the company, 
who was on the witness stand yester- 
day, continued his story of the condi- 
tions in and about the company's col- 
lieries. Mr. May said he was always 
willing to meet grievance committees of 
his own men or any one man and where 
there was a real grievance it was al- 
ways adjusted. 
»Bishop Spalding asked the witness if 
the men do not feel timid about making 
complaints, and the witness replied that 
the men may possibly have been timid. 
The instructions to the bosses, he 
said, -were that foremen must-listen to 
the men, and that complaints will not 
count against the men. 
The superintendent said the company 


has no black list and he never heard 
of one being in existence in the coal re- 
gions. 


There was no objection to the men 
in its employ organizing for the pur- 
pose of making complaints, but It did. 
object to the union as now organized 
because It brought between the men and 
the company, whose relations should 
be cordial, persons who were not in- 
terested In the company and only in^ 
directly with the men. 
The entrance of the union into tho 


mines, he said, had the effect of making 
the workmen less 
efficient, caused a 
lack of discipline, interfered with au- 
thority, caused 
tyranny 
to 
prevail 
against other workmen and limited the 
earning capacity of the employes. 


Captain May produced a notice issued 


by the Union miners which stated that 
any man placing more than 12 inches'ot 
topping on the mine cars would be fined 
J5 by the union for the first offense, 
and $10 for the second offense. 
Between the strike of 1900 and the 
late strike there was an average of one 
petty strike a month at the company's 
collieries. 
Reverting to the discipline of the men, 
the witness said a miner flatly refused, 
to obey the orders of a foreman and 
that the latter did not dismiss the man 
because he was afraid the union would 
tie up the colliery by striking for the 
reinstatement of the man. 
Commissioner Clark wanted to know 


if the action of the foreman in not dis- 
missing the offender did not affect the 
discipline of the men, and. the witness 
said it undoubtedly did. 
Captain May said the employment Of 
coal and iron police was absolutely 
necessary in time of strikes. 
Deputy 
sheriffs sympathized with the strikers 
and the sheriff-was unreliable. Counsel 
asked about the docking and weighing 
system, and the witness said the men 
were docked for the purpose of discip- 
line them. 
Witness said ,he was personally ac- 
quainted with President Mitchell, but 
he would object to meeting him as the 
agent for the men in the employ of tha 
Erie'company, because It would bring 
in an outside element which had no di- 
rect interest in the business.

AN ASSASSIN CAUSED 
EXCITEMENT IN MADRID. 


Madrid, Jan. 10.—As King Alfonso, 


Dowager Queen Christina and the court 
were returning1 from church this after- 
noon a man, who afterward gave his 
tame. as Ferot, fired a pistol at one 
•I the carriages Jn the royal procession. 
The(jbullet went wild and no one was 
njured. The king heard the shot and 
put his head out of the carriage window, 
>ut was immediately dragged back 
ntp his seat by the queen mother. The 
iscort of civil guards threw themselves 
ipon the would-be assassin and. over- 
powered him. 


Ferbt was taken to police station, 
where he said he did not desire to kill 
he king, but the grand chamb'erlal'ri, 
.he duke of Sotomayor, at whosercarr 
•iage he had aimed. He was searched 
and In his pockets were found unmailpd 
etters marked "Registered," and. ad- 
dressed to' President Roosevelt, Kttv 
Edward, the emperor of Germany an 
;he president of the high court of justice 
n Mexico, also receipts for a number ol 
registered letters and a visiting card 
of the mayoir-ot Madrid. 
Fcrot later ,was put- under examina- 
tion by si ^magistrate to whom he re- 
peated hla'statement as to the object 
of his shooting. He insisted that he .was 
iot an anarchist- and said that his wife, 
a French Woman, had confined him In 
a lunatic asylum. The prisoner, In 
making this statement, did not appeal 
oxclted but there are indications that he 
[s insane.. 
." 
The minister of the interior has tele- 
graphed to the prefect in the provinces 
that the attempt was directed agalnsl 
the grand chamberlain and not against 
the king. 
A police sergeant, who was the first 
to seize Ferot, makes the 
following 
statement: 
'After the king's carriage had passed 
Ferot. who was standing in front of me 
raised a pistol and fired at the seconc 
carriage Jn the procession. Before Tie 
could fire a second time I struck him 
•with m'y sword. He cried: 'You wish 
to 'kill me, but I seek the life of the 
Duke Sotomayov, -who is the cause of 
all my troubles.' The duke o£ Soto- 
mayor, however, was not in the seconi 
carriage. It was occupied by the Mar 
quls de La Mlna, the court grant 
equerry, and two palace officials.

BEET SUGAR MEN 
AND CUBAN

Washington, Jan. 8.—The American 


Sugar Beet association held its annual 
session here today and passed resolu- 
ions' withdrawing opposition to the 
Juban reciprocity bat recommending 
:hat 
the treaty be so amended as to 


impress in. precise language what is 
ntendcd to be secured by it to the beet- 
sugar manufacturers 
of the United 


States, viz: That during the period of 
Ive years 'covered by the treaty no 
sugar exported from Cuba shall be ad- 
mitted to tho United States at a re- 
duction ot duty greater than 20 per 
cent, of the rates of duty thereon as 
provided by the tariff act of July 24, 
1897. 


The association also adopted a resolu- 


tion protesting against the unnecessary 
stimulation of the sugar and tobacco 
ndustries of the Philippine Islands by 
means of further tariff reductions, thus, 
19 the resolution slated, encouraging 
he people of those islands where the 
:abor Is but a few cents per day, to 
produce those things which this cpun- 
ry can produce, rather than such com- 
modities as-wo are unable to produce. 


The action of the association was not 


unanimous, the vote on the passage of 
the resolution standing 3 to 2, although 
Henry T. Oxnard, president of the asso- 
elation.' said he had enough proxies 
with him to make the vote 12 to 2. 


The opponents of the resolution claim 


.here are 30 or more factories In the 
association and that the representation 
at the meeting does not comprise half 
of the factories in the association. 
None of the 16 factories in Michigan 
was represented In the meeting, ex- 
cept that Julius Stroh, of Detroit, treas- 
urer of the association, was present 


Following is the text of the reso- 


lutions adopted together with the pre- 
amble accompanying them: 
"Whereas, A reciprocity treaty be- 


tween the United States of America and 
•he republic of Cuba has been laid be- 
fore the senate of the United States by 
the president who believes that

New York, Jan. 11. — Mrs, Fiorina 


Henry, the wife of Phillip S. Henry, «, 
wealthy coffee merchant,, and daughter 
of the late banker, Leonard Lewissohn, 
was burned to death today in a fire that 
almost entirely destroyed the residence 
of the family, at M East Fifty-sixth 
street.

apacity and character, and has tended 
o exclude unworthy persons; it has de- 
eloped more energy In the discharge 
f duty, and more ambition to attain 
roficiency upon the part of those' in 
he service: It has relieved the appolnt- 
ng power ot the pressure brought to 
ear by applicants and their friends for 
ositlons, and the consequent expense 
f time and energy which should be 
ievoted.to more important matters, and 
o the discharge of official duties; it 
las greatly reduced the power of the 
xecutlve. or appointing power, to use 
he patronage of the office for ulterior 
political purposes. 
In whatever department of national, 
jtate or. municipal government civil 
service has been adopted it has abun- 
lantly justified the claims of its advo- 
cates, has improved the public service, 
nd'has grown in public favor. '• 
There are * many departments of the 
public service of this state, notably our 
>enal, reformatory and charitable In- 
ititutions, 
and 
other 
departments, 
where civil service could be adopted to 
great advantage to the improvement of 
he administration of such departments, 
and With resultant economy. 
. . 
Governor Adams, In his biennial mes- 


sage to the 
said:

'If the servants of the state would 
give the same number of hours of com- 
petent service that are required of the 
employes of Daniels & Fisher, Morey 
Mercantile Co.. Tritch Hardware Co., 
and others of the mercantile establish- 
ments of Denver and other cities, I'am 
of the opinion that in most departments 
the work could be done with half the 
present force. In saying this I have 
no "criticism for the employes of the 
state house; there never was a more 
worthy or deserving set of assistants; 
they do well and promptly what is as^ 
signed, them, and are not to blame if 


From the foregoing it will be seen 
that the duties imposed upon the ex- 
ecutive by the existing law increase 
rather than diminish, the burdens rest- 
ing upon him, "and, as he is the final 
arbiter, the responsibility of final-action 
is his. 
What has been said Is without any 


intention of reflecting upon the effi- 
ciency, disinterested devotion to duty, 
and patriotism, of the present or pre- 
vious boards, but simply to call atten- 
tion to the law as it exists, with the rec- 
ommendation that the board of par- 
dons be, either given final authority In 
the matter of pardons; that its con- 
clusions be made binding upon the ex- 
ecutive, and that it be charged with 
full responsibility; or that the existing 
law be repealed. 
In my judgment the mere fact of the 
existence of a board of pardons \s an 
Invitation to those confined in penal.in- 
stitutions to make frequent applica- 
tions for pardon which are wholly with- 
out -merit, with a resultant unrest on 
the part of the applicant which

highly detrimental 
to

discipline so absolutely necessary in al- 
most all such institution!!. 
I am also persuaded that the inde- 
terminate sentence law has failed of 
accomplishing uny good results, and 
that a return to the old system would 
be desirable. 


If the criminal classes can be made 
to know that conviction, sentence and 
punishment are sure, speedy and cer- 
tain, without hope of pardon, reprieve, 
commutation of sentence, or parol. ex- 
cept In clearly meritorious capes, a 
large falling off in crimes of all de- 
scriptions would be Immediately notice- 
able. 
, 
Charities and Corrections. 
The board of charities and corrections, 
serving da It does without compensa- 
tion, except as to Its secretary, is so 
hedged about by restrictions and limita- 
tions in the act creating it, as to make 
its labors unproductive of practical re- 
sults. The duties are purely visltorial 
and supervisory, without authority to 
enforce or carry into effect any of its 
recommendations. 


The act creating it seems to be an 
attempt to create a board which shall 
have some sort of control over the 
various penal, correctional and char- 
itable 'Institutions, of the state; but, it 
such was the Intention of the act, It 
falls far short ot accomplishing any 
such results. 
It has been recommended to previous 
legislatures that a board of control be 
established which should 
have 
full 
control and custody of all such institu- 


arld region will be utilized, it is deemed 
that this is the propitious time for the 
state to make some movement along the 
lines Indicated.. 
State Board of Arbitration. 


The Eleventh general assembly creat- 


ed a state board at arbitration, provided 
the manner in which its members should 
be appointed, the duties of the board, 
its power, and the compensation of its 
members. 
The annual reports of this board, sub- 
mitted to the governor,, as required by 
law, show that during the six years of 
its existence it has investigated nine 
strikes, in six of which 
settlements 
have been arrived at, presumably due 
to the good offices of the board. 
The appropriations for salaries, ex- 
penses, etc., of the board during the 
six years of its existence, have amount- 
ed to the sum 
of $16,000, ot 
which 
amount $3,300 has been turned back into 
the treasury, making the total expense 
of the board about $13,500. 
The board of arbitration, in its last 
annual report to my predecessor, con- 
cedes its inefficiency to accomplish re- 
sults of a definite nature, attributing 
Its weakness in this respect to defects 
In the existing law, and suggests cer- 
tain amendments to the law which. It is 
claimed, will Invest the board with the 
auth'orltv desired and necessary to make 
it efficient. 
A careful examination of the proposed 


amendments to the law. and the opinion 
of the attorney general of the state, 
quoted In full In the report, leads me 
to the conclusion that, under our con- 
stitution, no legislation can be enacted 
which will materially change the pres- 
ent status and authority of this board. 


-Conceding the force of every argu- 
ment which can be advanced in favor 
of the arbitration of differences which 
may arise between employer and em- 
ployes, and which have my hearty sup- 
port and approval, yet it seems to me 
that the expense to the state .on ac- 
count of this board is out of all propor- 
tion to the results accomplished, and 
for that reason I would advise that the 
act creating this board be repealed, and 
Its duties and powers, by appropriate 
legislation, be conferred upon the labor 
commissioner. 
I am urged to this conclusion, in great 
measure, by the fact that under our

Kansas-Colorado Suit. 


I deslfe to call especial attention to 


:he suit of-the state of Kansas against 
he state of Colorado, now pending in 
he supreme court of the United States. 
Some months ago the demurrer which 
had been filed to the complaint of the 
state of Kansas was overruled, and the 
defendant ordered to answer. An an- 
iwer 'has been filed, and • it has there- 
fore become urgently necessary that, in 
addition to the work already done, a 
great deal of work be undertaken and 
carried forward in the;defense of the 
state of Colorado. Though .it was 
originally thought that the case might 
je determined upon purely-legal ques- 
tions. It' has now assumed a more 
;hreatenlng aspect, and It is necessary 
:o'ineet important issue's of fact, with 
the issues of law'still undetermined. 
While the litigation is a direct at- 
tack upon the Colorado use of the wat- 
ers of the Arkansas river, it Is, at the 
same time and in almost as direct a 
manner, an attack upon our whole sysr 
tern of irrigation. It is the contention 
of the state of Kansas that Colorado 
ditches have diminished -the' flow of 
the Arkansas rlver,% 
:and that they'can- 
not legally withdraw the waters of a 
Colorado river for irrigation—If that 
act diminishes the flow of. the stream 
over Kansas land; and that. < too, re- 
gardless of any'question as to whether 
the Kansas lands require irrigation. In 
other words, Kansas1 is asserting the 
common law doctrine of riparian rights 
as against our-well-known irrigation

The question at issue affects all of 
our streams crossing the state line as 
much as it affects the Arkansas river, 
and the-suit now pending Is therefore 
a direct attack upon the'system which 
is the foundation of the agricultural 
prosperity of the people, of the state of 
Colorado. 
In .addition,;, the state of 
Kansas, by "Its suit, seeks to control 
the legislative and executive action of 
the state of Colorado, 
Under such circumstances it is hardly 
necessary that I should direct,your at- 
tention to the vital importance of tak- 
ing every proper step in defending the 
suit. Testimony must be gathered and 
presented, extensive engineering 
and 
other investigations conducted, and le- 
gal expenses defrayed; and In general, 
the state should be In a position to take 
prompt and efficient aqtton of defense 
without delay or embarrassment. 
It goes without saying* t.hal; ' these 
matters require attention, services and 
expenditures for which the -depart- 
ments of the state,government tare not 
sufficiently provided, I therefore rec- 
ommend that the general aspeptbly take 


It may'be ti'ue that the employes are 
not to blame for such a condition of af-

Pure Food. 


Chapter 1 of Mills' Annotated, Stat- 
utes, 
entitled, 
"Adulterations," 
as 
amended by subsequent acts of the leg- 
islatures seems to be an attempt to pro- 
vide what Is commonly known as a 
"pure food" law for this state. 
An-examination of the existing laws 
upon this subject discloses .the fact 
that while severe penalties are provided 
for the adulteration of food and drink, 
no officer is charged with the duty of, 
and invested with the authority to, en- 
force the law, and, as Is too often the 
result In such cases, the law has been 
a dead letter. 
The above chapter also includes the 
law relating to the dairy commissioner, 
and prescribes his duties and authority 
in the matter of adulteration of dairy 
products. 
As affecting the health of the people, 
and especially the common people, no 
subject'Is of more vital Importance than 
pure food, owing to the almost limit- 
less adulterations, 
counterfeits* and 
shams which are on the market as 
foods, 
." 
: •' 
It seems to/me, that it would be quite 
desirable to enact legislation providing 
for the appointment ,of a commission or 
commissioner, whose duty should com- 
bine those of dairy commissioner and 
other departments relating to the public 
health, with the duty of enforcing the 
existing laws relating to the adultera- 
tion of food .and drink, with such 
amendments thereto as wisdom might 
suggest. 
Other states have enacted such legis- 
lation with very beneficial results, and, 
profiting by their experience, a law 
could be. formed which would accom- 
plish the desired end. 
The house of representatives of the 
congress of the United States has re- 
cently passed a "pure food" law, which 
deals with tne subject so far as the 
same relates to interstate, commerce; 
which law, to accomplish ihe best re- 
sults, should be supplemented, by state 
legislation along the same lines. 


Board of Pardons, 


Under the constitution the. executive 
ia vested with tho power of granting 
pardons, and must, necessarily, assume 
all final responsibility for the exercise 
of this power. 
In "my judgment no effort to divide 
responsibility accomplishes the. desired 
results, and especially -la this true in 
matters, of this character, for the reason

need of revision and amendment. 


•Mahy of the scandals connected with 
the administration of county and State 
affairs seemto be connected with pub- 
lic printing and stationery and sup- 
plies, due to the fact that the present 
laws upon this subject provide no com- 
petent official who shall have charge 
of these matters. 
No reflection is intended to be cast 
upon 'any 'official or preceding admin- 
istrations, but from the very nature of 
thfe'. case (printing being a technical 
art) abuses, have crept into this branch 
of the public service, and as a result 
great extravagance, to say the least, 
prevails in all departments requiring 
printing and stationery supplies, as may 
readily be seen by a simple reference 
to the annual appropriation and expend- 
itures for these items. 
My recommendation is that the of- 


fice of supervisor of printing and sta- 
tionery supplies be created, providing 
for the appointment of a practical and 
competent, printer who shall be under 
bond, with a salary commensurate with 
the Importance of the office, confident 
in the belief that a saving of many 
times the salary and expenses of the 
offfce would result. 


Penitentiary. 


My personal and intimate knowledge 


of the affairs and present conditions at 
the state penitentiary impel me to sug- 
gest a possible remedy for the evil of 
keeping the convicts there confined In 
enforced Idleness. 
The experiment of employing convicts 


In the raising of farm products during 
the past two years has not proved suc- 
cessful from any point of view, for rea- 
sons unnecessary to state. The prevail- 
ing sentiment against convict-made 
goods renders it impossible to utilize the 
convicts in these branches' of work. 
while every consideration of humanity 
demands that these unfortunates be 
given steady employment of some kind 
State Canal No. 1 is an enterprise 


upon" which the state has already ex- 
pended more than $200,000 in cash and 
labor, which sum of money represents 
an actual loss to the state, and will so 
continue unless some plan can be de- 
vised to complete the canal to the Ar- 
kansas river and utilize It for the pur- 
pose of Irrigating the -more than 30,000 
acres of school and other lands which 
He under It. 
Work upon this canal was suspended 
many years ago for the reason that Us 
completion, as an 
irrigation 
canal 


simply, would result in no benefit to 
the state, as all the waters flowing 
In the Arkansas river during the Irri- 
gating season were subject to prior ap- 
propriations. 
: My recommendation is that the canal 
be -completed, to Its intake at the Ar- 
kansas river, and that it be made the 
feeder to a chain of reservoirs extend- 
ing from the Grand Canon ot the Ar- 
kansas river to a terminus, at the Foun- 
tain river, and which might, and I have 
no doubt would, be ultimately extended 
to the eastern boundaries of our state. 
. These reservoirs could be filled dur- 
ing the flood season without in any way 
interfering with prior appropriations; 
the. wg.ter thus stored to be available 
during the irrigating 
season, thus 
bringing into cultivation the large 
tracts' of arid land belonging to the 
schqol fund, as well as other lands, 
from which the state would derive a 
re/venue In land and water rental, and 
taxes, thereby converting an unprofit- 
able yln vestment into an income pro- 
ducer. 
The labor necessary for the comple- 
tion of the canal .and the construction 
of the reservoirs could be supplied from 
the convicts in the state penitentiary, 
thus affording steady 'and 
healthful 
employment to .these unfortunate be- 
ings, and ultimately furnishing the 
state with a site, for, the establishment 
of a convict farm, where the labor of 
th,e convict could be made profitable, 
would be permanent, and eventually the 
state penitentiary might become self- 
sustaining. 
I submit this matter to your consid- 
eration, hoping that you- will deem it 
wise to make such appropriation as will 
pay /for the necessary surveying, tools, 
powder, 
transportation 
and 
extra 
guard as may be required In the prose- 
cution of this work. I am advised that 
there Is a balance qf the last appropria- 
tion, made to this canal which might be 
utilised -for the above purpose by- ap- 


the report^ above referred to; and I 
therefore content myself at this time 
with commending these reports to your 
best judgment. 
National Guard. 


I believe that domestic tranqullity will 


be conserved and promoted by an ef- 
ficient, 
well-equipped 
and 
well-dis- 


ciplined National guard, and am .pleased 
to note that the reorganization of the 
state's militia, undertaken during the 
Spanish-Amerlca'n war, made necessary 
by the absence of.our troops in.the serv- 
ices of the nation, has been carried for- 
ward efficiently and successfully; 
The. National guard is supported by 
the military poll tax, which yields a 
revenue of about $40;000^ per annum, 
with an estimated uncollected poll tax 
of about $30,000 per annum. This form 
of taxation is peculiarly offensive to 
many taxpayers, and Its collection is 
often resisted. ItTtiigh'fbe well to abol- 
ish the military poll tax,'and provide for 
the maintenance of-the National guard 
by a levy for that purpose. 


On account of the probable passage 


of what Is known as the "Dick" bill by 
the 
National'" c6"ri'gress, which will 


bring the regular army and the Nation- 
al guard into close association, it seems 
wise that the organization of the Na- 
tional guard of Colorado should be 
changed so as to'conform, as nearly as 
possible, to that of the regular army. 
It Is, of course, recognized, that It 


would not be advisable to create such 
a preponderance of officers as *s found 
necessary In the United States army 
for the duties of the two forces on a 
peace basis are different In many re- 
spects. 
Discretionary power should, 


however, be given to the governor of the 
state, upon the recommendation of the 
military board to alter the organiza- 
'tion of the National guard of Colorado 
in such a manner that It may so closely 
conform to similar units in the regular 
establishments, that when our state 
force is mobilized with the regular army 
the care and handling of the troops may 
proceed 
without embarrassment 
to 


either "force. 
Considerably more than one-third of 
the total amount ot the military fund 
is yearly expended for armory rent. 
There seems to be no provision under 
the law by which the military board 
has the right to build or purchase ar- 
mories. 
It is recommended that section five 


of article four of the laws and regula- 
tions for the government of the Nation- 
al guard of Colorado be so amended 
that the governor be authorized, upon 
the recprnmendation of the military 
board, to purchase or construct suitable 
buildings for armories and arsenals. 
Game and Fish. " 
One-of the most, valuable assets of 


the state, is the game and fish, and 
strenuous efforts should be made to 
preserve and protect this asset. 
I am not unmindful of the fact that 


the enforcement of the law Is more im- 
portant than the amendment of tho law, 
and, for this reason, strenuously urge 
the establishment of a state board ot 
game and fish commissioners, which 
shall be non-partisan In composition, 
with authority to establish a civil serv- 
ice system in the department, thus re- 
moving this- department from political 
'influences, thereby securing more effic- 
ient and economical service. 
I believe that an equitable schedule 


of licenses, for resident and non-resi- 
dent hunters and fishermen, guides, 
taxidermists and importers of game and 
fish, would yield a sufficient revenue to 
make this department more than self- 
sustaining and result In a better en- 
forcement of the law, and greater pro- 
tection to the' game and fish. 
Other states have enacted the above 
suggestions Into laws, with very bene- 
flcal and satisfactory results, and if 
Colorado ever intends, to take decisive 
steps for the protection of the game and 
fish of .the state, the time is at hand 
when it should be done or it will be too 
late.' 
f 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition. 
It appears by the report on file with 
my predecesor. that the . St. 
Louis 
World's fair commission proposes to 
erect a permanent building composed 
of Colorado material only, upon, a site 
secured for that purpose. 
While I am'in favor of taking advan- 


tage, to the fullest extent within our 
means, of the opportunity afforded by 


investing: in a. .permanent building at 
St.'Louis for this'purpose, arid espe- 
cially at a time when many of our State 
Institutions are asking for appropria- 
tions for permanent buildings and Im- 
provements of a permanent character, 
beyond our ability to grant. 


Expositions are of ephemeral nature 


and what might today be considered n. • 
monument to our enterprise, would, in 
a few short years, lapse into a monur 
ment of our folly, as is shown by the 
permanent building erected on the site 
of the Chicago World's fair. 


• 
- Juvenile Court. 


The County Judges' association, com- 


posed of all the county judges of th<» 
state, with painstaking care and much 
labor, have prepared and will submit to 
this assembly "a bill for an act to reg- 
ulate the treatment 
and 
control ot 


delinquent children." which I com- 
mend to your serious consideration. 


An eminent authority on criminology 
has well said: 


"Neglected childhood 
Is the great 


cause of crime, for neglected childhood 
•means neglected character, and at a 
time when character is still plastic." 


Only a verjrsmall proportion of those 


children who subsequently grow up into 
criminals are criminal; by instinct, and 
would develop into criminals, no matter 
what their invironment. They are bred 
into criminals, in nearly every instance, 
through idleness and lack of proper 
home training and influence. Divorces, 
drunkenness, parental incapacity and 
Indifference to the welfare of the child 
mark the initial stages. 


These naturally lead to Idleness on 


the part of the child, and evil associa- 
tions and courses. The start once-mad* 
the first arrest soon follows. The child 
who has never been taught any better 
is locked up, oftentimes with hardened 
criminals, is tried, and practically rail- 
roaded to one of the reform schools. 
His status- In the world is officially' 
thrust upon him; he is a criminal. 
After a few years In the reform school 
he emerges with nothing-to do and no- 
where to go. He naturally falls In with 
his old companions and Into his old 
ways;. 


Another arrest follows, and in the 


course of time society forces him into 
the professional criminal class, 
and 


makes of him an outcast. 


The bill, as framed, is based upon 


similar laws in other states, and the ex- 
perience of the county court of Arapa- 
hoe county. 


As an Illustration of the practical re- 
sults accomplished for the taxpayer, ft 
may be stated, that the cost of trial, 
conviction and maintenance at Golden 
or Buena Vista of 15 average juvenile 
criminals, as shown by the records of 
Arapahoe county, is $227.J2. 
During IS months 454 juvenile delin- 
quents were tried In the county court 
and put on probation, at an average 
expense of $11.59, resulting in a saving 
to the county and state ot $89,627.68. 


In adltion to this, these juvenile de- 


linquents, with scarcely an exception, 
have been turned Into the right path, 
and give every indication of becoming 
upright" honorable citizens. 


I believe that no bill which you may 


be called upon to consider will be ot 
greater importance than this, and it 
enacted Into law, the good results which 
will be accomplished under it will be 
far-reaching. 


The County Judges' association has 


also prepared, and will submit for your 
consideration, a compilation or revision 
of the probate and kindred laws ot the 
state, which is an effort to harmonize, 
simplify and codify all laws relating to 
the subject of estates of every descrip- 
tion, without material changes in tho 
existing laws upon these subjects. 


I believe that .a revision of all the 
statutes ot this state, .would be advls- 
able, as this work, has"i?ot been under- 
taken by the state 'since the publication 
of the revised sta|utes';of 1883. 


•Courts.;.- ' ' 


With practical unam.inity. the mem- 
bers of the legal p.rofe.s.sj°ri. through the 
State Bar association, "and local asso- 
ciations, for a number of'years have 
advocated the aboliahfrjent ot the court 
of appeals, and an increase in the num- 
ber of the justices of the supreme 
,court, and several attempts have been 
"made to submit this question to the 
people of the state. 
; 


My 
three immediate predecessors 


have strongly advocated this measure, 
and it is unnecessary for me to re- 
iterate the convincing arguments pre- 
sented by them in their messages in 
support of the desired change. Suffice 
it to say, that I believe that the propo- 
sition would meet with the approval of 
the people. 
I am also of the opinion that a re- 
duction 
of the number of 
district 


courts Is desirable from every point of 
•view. 
Election, laws. 


Recent events seem to justify the con- 
clusion, that radical changes are neces- 
sary in our registration and election 
laws, if we Intend to preserve a form 
o£ government, "of the people, by the 
people and for the pepple." 
Under our present law, in cities of the 
first class, their seems to be no limit 
•to false registration and Illegal and 
fraudulent voting, all parties charging 
the others with equal guilt, as the op- 
portunities present themselves. Such 
conditions are intolerable, and remedies 
must be provided, or the elective fran- 
chise will become a farce. 


Various remedies for the betterment 


of the existing condition of 
affairs, 
will doubtless be suggested by those 
who have given this subject more 
thought than I have, and I sincerely 
trust that your 
deliberations and 
actions will accbmplish the, much de- 
sired result. Conclusion. 


Many other subjects present them-? 


selves for consideration, but I have al- 
ready 
exceeded the limit of your 


patience. 


I have not referred In detail to ths 
various state institutions, as these mat- 
ters have been fully and ably presented 
to you by my predecessor. The flourish- 
ing conditions of those institutions, the 
improved 'financial condition 
of 
the 
state, and the great and 
increasing 
prosperity of our people, are certainly 
causes for congratulation. 


Upon us rests the great responsibility 


of so administering our several func- 
tions, as not to impede, but rather 
promote the prosperity, welfare and 
happiness of all the people of this great 
commonwealth. Let us resolve to merit 
by our acts, the confidence and hopes 
which have been reposed In us; let us 
harmonlusly co-operate for the accomp- 
lishment of results for the .premanent 
good of Colorado.

You will have an opportunity to as- 
sist In the' defense now being made by 
Colorado,.by making a liberal, appropria- 
tion for the purposce of paying the extra 
expense entailed and paying.the attorneys 
employed. I would recommend that at 
least $iO,000 be appropriated for this put- 
pose. I have been Informed that Kansas 
Is preparing to make a. bitter contest and 
we should not be unprepared. 


Our higher educational institutions have 


shown marked progress In all directions, 
ad will, by reason of such growth, re- 
quire larger expenditures in the- future, 
If .their present efficiency is to be main- 
tained. We should never go backwar-1, 
but always,forward. 


The State university needs $120,000 for 


the completion of the library building, an 
auditorium and additions to the chemistry 
and engineering buildings. Besides this, 
a considerable sum Is needed for other 
Improvements, estimates . for which shavo 
not been furnished. For maintenance, the 
sum of $100,000 per year is desired; This 
sum, however, Includes the-amount which 
will be derived from the one-fifth mill 
levy. 


You rnay be called upon to consider the 


advisability of Increasing the mill levy. 
Of the .university., to ..two-fifths 
mills.' 


Should this be done, it wouid'..certainly 
place this Institution "in a position where 
it,'would not be necessary fojr«Jt:.to call 


with great vigor. 
However, there still 


remained considerable work to be done in 
the way of finishing touches. • The build- 
ing now represents a cost of $2,693,768.13. 


In my Judgment, It Is a matter of su- 


preme importance that a fund be provided 
for contingencies which arc continually 
arising. 
Land Board. 
, The state board of land commissioners 
Is by far the most 'Important board un- 
der the administration of the state gov- 
ernment. It has under its control 
that

government to the state of Colorado for 
the purpose of promoting general educa- 
tion and for public school purposes. That 
it was a wise gift will be conceded by 
all.

demands that many radical changes bo 
made as to its future management. 


This board has under its control almost 


4,000,000 acres of land, constantly increas- 
ing in value, of which acreage there is 
now approximately I,78i,974 acres tinder 
lease, the present board having granted 
leases for 633,203 acres of land. It has 
also sold 9.6S8 acres. The total.income 
from all sources during the biennial per- 
iod was $372,372.88, an increase of $17,066.01 
over the preceding period. 


The present board, believing, that the 


Interests of the public schools would be 
best subserved .by leasing the state lands, 
adopted that policy, and so far it has prov- 
en the right course to pursue. I believe 
that so long as the state can lease Its 
lands to an advantage, it is much better 
than to sell it and be compelled to derive 
the revenue from other sources; that is, 
by investing the purchase money so re- 
ceived in bonds and warrants. We al- 
ready have an experience of that kind to 
deal with. However; many changes couljl 
be made in the law to make the leasing 
system more effective. A change should 
be made extending the rental period, with 
five or ten year periods of re-appraise- 
ment. It Is believed that such a-change 
would be conducive to higher rentals, that 
better Improvements would be made,-and 
the land would be brought Into-a higher 
state of cultivation. The question of in- 
creasing the rental period on land lying 
within .or adjacent to cities of the first 
and second blass, is one that has been 
called to the attention of previous general 
assemblies, but as yet no action has been 
taken thereon. ' I believe that the mini- 
mum rental period should .bo increased, 
the'income to the school fund being ma- 
terially Increased thereby. 


I believe that the business of tho land 


department has grown to such an extent 
that it would now bo advisable, to dtvldo 
the work Into departments, having'min- 
eral, agricultural and grazlng'departhients. 
This would largely minimize the .work,, and 
the revenues derived.through the.different 
departments would be ' largely Increased, 
by reason of the' fact that whoever was in 
charge of the department could devote his 
whole attention' to it. It would not- bo 
necessary to neglect any. portion of the 
work and the rentals and royalties could

A great deal has been said^ during the

f-ell understood. Tho opinion has prevail- 
Vl, to a greater or less extent, that these 
Warrants were not legal. In-a; technical 
lense, in a few cases, that may be true, 
Vet the larger portion of . them ar« legal 
pbllBatlons. They include the; salaries; of

A constant source of difficulty Is the 


care of the Insane convicts. As has been 
customary' in the past, they have been 
transferred to the Insane asylum at Pueb- 
lo, when room was available, but the 
crowded condition of that Institution has 
made it impossible to transfer the number 
desired. But this Is hardly right. The 
convict insane should not be allowed to 
mingle with the non-criminal Insane. By 
the expenditure of a small sum of money, 
a place could be provided at the peniten- 
tiary for insane convicts, where they cculd 
be placed under, the care of the 
prison 


physician, where they would receive tho 
proper attention. • 


Probably the most vexatious 'question 


confronting the management of the peni- 
tentiary is that of giving the convicts 
employment. It appears to me to be reas- 
onable that an institution of this kind 
should be largely self-supporting. It is 
imperative that the prisoners be employed, 
and profitably employed; that Is, it should 
be something that the prisoner could see 
growing' and developing;, something that 
increases in value under his workman- 
ship. To require a person to do some- 
thing and then do it over again, just for 
the sake of doing something,.'such as pil- 
ing and re-plHng. rock, tends, rather, to 
demoralize than to reform, and does not 
have tho effect of training the prisoner 
In the ways "ot thrift. 


Our prisoners have heretofore 
been 


largely employed In the manufacture of 
lime and brick, but a ban was placed on 
the brick and that avenue of employment 
Is now gone. The lime business was fair- 
ly prosperous, but the quarries have been 
practically exhausted, so that. If this work 
Is to bo continued, new quarries will have 
to be purchased. It has been suggested 
that they might be profitably employed 
in co'al mining, on state land, but, indeed. 
If this;was done the only sale of, the pro- 
duct of tho mines that could'bo made 
wduld be :to,state institutions,' and tho 
cost of producing such a small .amount 
of coal as would be required would make 
It cost more than it is worth. 


The experiment of farming was not en- 


tirely satisfactory, neither was'It entirely 
unsatisfactory. The most of the land was 
leased, and the larger part of It was not 
adjacent to the penitentiary building.'--, so 
that It was a difficult matter to carry on 
the operations without great expense. I 
am of tho opinion that If a branch prison 
was located on a large farm, in one of 
our agricultural valleys, that it could bo 
conducted in such a way as to balancft 
accounts at the end ,of the year, or at 
least If there was a deficit it would be 
small. .Farming appears to be about the 
only remedy available, unless some way 
can be devised to give them employment 
inside of the prison..walls; .which will not 


opinion that an appropriation should be 
made by the state for the maintenance 
of this school, the same as for other state 
Institutions.1 It would relieve the board 
of- control of a great deal of work and 
would aleo put tho institution on a basis 
whereby It could do more effective work. 


Mute and Blind School. 


DnrlnR the past fiscal period the high 


standard and efficiency of; this school has 
been maintained. Its financial affairs have 
Uesn conducted economically and wisely, 
l-'or the first time in 20 years it closes 
the biennial period out of debt, having 
paid a. deficit of }8,047.:M. which Is a most 
remarkable showing when it is consid- 
ered that the school has been constantly 
increasing In numbers and the cost of liv- 
ing has materially advanced. , 


The total enrollment for the past two 


years has been 212, the number enrolled on 
November 30 last being 151, as against 137 
for the same date In 1900. This increased 
attendance has, of course, entailed larger 
expenditures for the maintenance of the 
institution, in the employment of addi- 
tional teachers trained In the work. How- 
ever, we are glad that the usefulness of 
this school has been increased, affording 
to a larger number of an extremely un- 
fortunate class of our citizens the means 
of procuring- a liberal education, which 
will enable them to more cheerfully en- 
dure the trial placed upon them, and which 
will more effectively enable them to earn 
a livelihood. 


The members of the board of trustees 


and the superintendent of the Institution 
arc broad-minded, liberal and progressive. 
Great progress has been made in all di- 
rections, and the changes and improve- 
ments arc everywhere apparent. 
The 


buildings have been overhauled and re- 
paired, and arc now in most excellent con- 
dition. 


The noods of this schol are carefully 


set out In its report, ono of its greatest 
needs being more ground room. The mat- 
ter was called to the attention of the last 
general assembly, but for reasons then 
existing no action was taken. The wis- 
dom of such action can not be questioned 


now one of the most Important and profit- 
able of our many pursuits, makes It now 
absolutely necessary that the number of 
Ingpectors be increased. At least 20 Inspec- 
tors could be constantly and profitably 
engaged In the work of Inspection. The 
law should also be changed in some par- 
ticulars, vesting more power and author- 
ity In the board, so that the board could 
compel a compliance with the provisions 
of the law. The demands made upon the 
state by the stock Interests In the past 
have certainly not been burdensome, and 
I cheerfully recommend that steps be 
taken to place this board on a more sub- 
stantial and effective basis. 


State Game and Pish Department. 
As in times past, the commissioner has 


met with considerable opposition 
from 


some quarters in maintaining the game 
laws. A large number of suits have been 
brought against violators, with varying 
success. It being very difficult to secure 
convictions in some parts of the state. I 
believe the law should be changed, giving 
the state the right of appeal to higher 
courts. The usual difficulty with the In- 
dians occurred but so far as known no 
casualties were reported. 


State Dairy Commissioner. 
The report of the state dairy commis- 


sioner shows a steady Improvement In the 
development of the dairy interests of tha 
state, prices having ruled with an en- 
larged demand for the product. 


I am of the opinion that the Interests of 


the people of Colorado would be wisely sub- 
served by the enactment of an entirely 
new pure food law. I believe that the 
state dairy commissioner could as well 
look after the state's Interests in this 
matter as not, being known as the state 
dairy and pure food commissioner. Wise 
legislation in this direction would surely 
prove beneficial. 


• Labor. 


The past two years has shown a gratify- 


ing improvement in the condition of labor 
throughout the state. Dabor has been bet- 
ter employed, more prosperous and more 
active in organizing than ever before. The 
labor census shows a higher average of 
wages than has been known in 10 years. 
In every department of industry activity 
has been apparent. The practice of issu- 
ing a Labor day proclamation has been 
continued and very properly so. It Is well 
to call attention to Labor day by a special 
proclamation and to give due notice of an 
event which is growing in Importance 
every year, and It is consistent with the 
dignity of those who toll. The prosperity

Agriculture. 


At.no time In the history of Colorado >ias 


its agricultural. Interests been so pronounc- 
ed as the present.' Those engaged in this 
pursuit ,haye been generally prosperous, 
and "while there was a shortage of water 
during the past season in some sections 
of the stats, as a rule.prfces for the pro- 
ducts of the farm have ranged high. The 
shortage of water has aroused a deeper 
Interest in • the question'as to its proper 
application and.the best methods of sav- 
ing and storing the waste waters. 


Another thins that has awakened great 


interest .in agriculture In this state, is the 
attitude taken by the general government 
In the. matter of government aid for the 
building of reservoirs for the storage of 
water. \VVhen. this undertaking Is an ac- 
complished' fact,-it will open up vast 
tracts of now undeveloped farming lands, 
and our agricultural interests will receive 
new vigor. Every encouragement should 
be offered to Induce people to engage in" 
this pursuit. .While it is, true that the gpv- 
'erhment is .going to assist In the matter of 
irrigation, I believe tue state shquia' take 
stops to construct reservoirs and ditches 
for tho benefit of the land owned by the 
stata, which will greatly add to" Its value, 
both for leasing and selling purposes. The 
state/should not delay in .this matter un- 
til'all. the suitable reservoir sites have 


be.promptly collected. 


Another matter, of Importance to tills 


department Is a classification of "the lands, 
in order to know Just what the real and 
true rental and selling value of the land 
is. As it is now, the board has but little 
actual knowledge as ,to what the .true 
value may bb, and oftentimes It :may be 
Imposed upon. 
These .lands should be 


classified as agricultural, grazing, timber 
and mineral, and the mineral again sub- 
divided as to the class of mineral it con- 
tains. Then the board could establish a 
minimum.rental and,,selling value, arid no 
land could be sold for less than that mini- 
mum. "I'believe that the law relative to 
the mineral .lands of "the state should be 
revised, so that the development of this 
land could be encouraged.' 


The Thirteenth general assembly enacted 


a law for the preservation of the forests 
of the state. This law was a step in the 
right, direction, .but the results obtained 
from lts<operatton were not so satisfactory 
as hoped for, one reason, however, being 
that no appropriation was" made for'the 
payment of the Inspectors to be employed. 
Two timber Inspectors were 
employed, 


who worked under the state board 6f 
land commissioners. During 1902 43 .square 
miles of forests were destroyed. One rea- 
son for so many destructive fires, was on 
account of the dryness of the season. This 
law should be amended, providing strict 
penalties for a violation thereof, and also 
an appropriation should be made providing 
for those employed in the work. 


The business of the state board of land 


commissioners has reached such propor- 
tions that I am constrained to ad.d my 
earnest indorsement to that of the other 
members of the board, arid earnestly urge 
upon you the submission to the people of 
a constitutional amendment, providing for 
the creation of a state board of land com- 
missioners, to be composed of three mem- 
bers, two of whom shall be ejected, with 
a term of office of^ four• years, one mem- 
ber to be elected every two years, the 
third, member ot\ the' board "to be the 
state superintendent of public instruction, 
who, 
by virtue of the office, represents 


the public school'interests of the state, 
and who should at all times .have a voice 
in the management of the school lands 
of the state.

In addition to the 
mill levy and appropriations of two years 
ago, is $59,600. I sincerely trust that this 
institution will receive liberal treatment 
at your hands. 


The late Mr. Stratton. during the last 


few years of his life, was greatly inter- 
ested in the work of tills school, and for 
a number of years before his death made 
annual donations for prizes in the blind 
department. His will contains a clause be- 
queathing to the trustees of tho school 
the sum of $25,000 out of the proceeds of 
his estate, In trust, to bo Invested in good, 
safe, interest-bearing securities, the Inter- 
est'derived from which is to be distributed 
among the pupils as rewards for such ex- 
cellence in scholarship or demeanor, or 
both, as may be prescribed by tho board 
of trustees. 


As Mr. 'Slratton's will is now in litiga- 


tion, is-may be sometime before the. be- 
quest is available, but the trustees have 
assurances that his wish In this regard 
will be eventually complied "with. 
State Home For Dependent and Ne- 


glected Children. '

State Insane Asylum. 
For many years the - facilities for the 


proper care of the Insane in this state has 
been entirely too limited. Appeal after ap- 
peal has'been made, but the condition of 
the'state's finances were such that the 
legislature could" not grant the relief, or 
even if the appropriations had been, made, 
there was no revenue from which to make 
payment. 
. 


Probably the greatest present necessity 


Is more ..buildings to accommodate the In- 
sane persons now scattered over the state, 
there being 800 over, arid above the num- 
ber now cared for in the asylum, which 
should receive the care of the state. These 
are now kept In jails, almshousea and 
county hospitals, where thcyvdo riot re- 
ceive tho proper treatment; and when at 
last they aie admitted into the asylum 
their cases have become incurable. 


In my opinion, the Ipest way ot relieving 


the over-crowded condition of ttje asylum 
would be the construction of -tai, entirely 
new plant, to be located on a farm of some 
size, removed from the noise of a, city or 
of railroads, so that the occupants could 
have that peace and qujet so essential for 
patients ot this "character, and where they 
could have plenty of freedom for'outdoor 
exercise. This institution should be known 
as the State Hospital, at which curable 
Insane patients could be cared for, utiliz- 
ing the present institution tor the incqr- 
able insane. There should be eomo means 
ot separation tor the two'classes, in order 
to obtain the toest results. Personally, I 
am, inclined to greatly favor the hospital 
plan as affording the best means of relief 
, State Penitentiary". • '•

State Industrial 'School for Boys. 
'This school, November 30,.1902, had a 
population of 198. .There were received 
during- the term, 249; ISO'were' paroled, 
seven pardoned, 22 dlscharge'd, one died,' 
three escaped, and 14. were discharged by 
expiration of their term.

United States Geological survey have ex- 
perienced considerable embarrassment and 
delay In the prosecution of their work, 
caused by individuals refusing to grant 
them permission to enter upon their prem- 
ises. As we all know, the character of 
the work performed by thte department of 
the United States government is of great 
importance and of much value to this 
state. 


I would recommend, therefore, the pas- 


sage of an act authorizing any person 
under and by virtue of an act of con- 
gress of the United States relating to the 
surveys of the geological survey of the 
United States, making it lawful for the 
persons BO employed In making such sur- 
veys to enter upon the lands within the 
boundaries of this state, but 
provision 


should also be made so that the act could 
not in any sense be construed as granting 
or authorizing any unnecessary interfer- 
ence with private rights. 


A number of states have already en- 


acted such a law, and with tho" view of 
avoiding any difficulty which might arise, 
and also for the purpose of expediting 
the business of the United States in the 
matter of its scientific research and en- 
gineering work, this suggestion is submit- 
ted to you with the hope that it will re- 
ceive your early and favorable attention. 


Louisiana Purchase Exposition. 
The Louisiana exposition, >n commem- 


oration of the purchase of that-vast ter- 
ritory known as the Louisiana purchase, to 
be opened in St. Louis on May 1, 1904, 
will be the greatest exposition ever held in 
the United States or any other country. 
I would recommend, therefore, that this 
honorable body make a, very liberal ap- 
propriation to assist the commissioners of 
Colorado In making a thorough arid com- 
plete exhibit of the great and varied re- 
sources of our state. The commissioners 
ot Colorado have secured ample spaco 
in all the different buildings'being con- 
structed on the exposition .grounds, apd 
the plans already made, If sufficient funds 
are had to carry them to a successful ter- 
mination, will .reflect great credit upon 
our state. The resources of Colorado are 
beyond question far in excess of any other 


State Board of Equalization. 
•The work of the State Board of Equali- 


zation In the matter of the assessment -ot 
corporate property, has been trying- and 
difficult. 
. 


One great difficulty before the board in 


making a determination. Is the fact that 
it is largely unacquainted with the prop- 
erty. Its physical condition, etc., and has 
not the time at its disposal-to make euch 
personal Investigation as should be made 
to guide it Intelligently. Of course there 
may be portions of a railroad with which 
the individual members of the board may 
be acquainted, but as a matter ot fact 
that particular portion may be the best 
piece of property owned by tho corpora- 
tion, and th« earnings of that line may 
have to be contributed to weaker parts 
of the system for the payment of oper- 
ating expenses. 
The relative proportion 


that the corporate property, as assessed 
by the board, bears to the balance of the 
property of the state, as assessed by lo- 
cal authorities is about one-seventh. I do 
not believe it can be consistently con- 
tended that, as now constituted, it should 
bear a greater proportion. However, the 
assessment was not based on such pro- 
portion, but is the result as shown by tho 
figures. 


Tho attempt to equalize between the 


counties Is. of but little avail. The bands 
of the board are so effectively tied that 
It is Impossible to do this work with any 
kind of justice or satisfaction to the mem- 
bers of the board or of the counties, and 
the attempt might as well be left undone. 
The board has no power or authority to 
equalize particular kinds or classes ot 
property as between the several counties. 
All they can do is to raise or lower the 
aggregate. 
For instance, . a. particular 


county may have an assessment that on 
all classes of property, with but one ex- 
ception, is altogether too high. The board 
wants to reduce It to the same basis 
as other counties. In doing so, under the 
law and the decisions of the courts; it 
necessarily Is compelled to reduce the ag- 
gregate, making the same percentum ot 
reduction on the property already too-low 
as is made on the property assessed too 
high. The same rule works both ways. In 
attempting to raise property that Is as- 
sessed too low, the board is also compelled! 
to add the increase to the property which, 
may be assessed at its full cash value. 


This method of equalization also works 


great hardship on the counties, by reason) 
of tho fact that it requires a change in 
the whole assessment at great expense, 
whereas. If the board had the 
power 


to raise or lower that particular class of 
property to a uniform basts, it'would only , 
require a change In the books of tho 
county of those items so changed. 


However, this is a matter that will re-

A commis- 
sion of this.kind should ha enabled to per- 
form the duties of assessment in a more 
satisfactory manner' th|n can a board 
consisting of state officers who are ionly 
able to devote a small: portion of their 
time to a consideration .of the .question, 
and who, when the jrbrk is In actual pro. 
gress", are compelled to attend -to this duty 
amidst constant Interruptions; which, tb 
say the least are not conducive to the, 
best results. The members of, a tax com- 
mission would not be impeded in tHls 
way, but could give the matter that calm 
deliberation which it deserves. 


The continued growth of this state, with 


the enlarged duties thereby entailed upon, 
state officers, demands that, some re- 
lief bo afforded.

In conclusion I desiro to express my 


thanks to all the state officers' who hava 
so ably assisted mo by their wise counsel 
and help at all times in governmental af- 
fairs. I appreciate tfle high honor con- 
ferred upon me by the people of this 
state, and in closing my administration 
I desire to say that I have endeavored to 
be true to tho trust reposed in me and;

Primary Election law. 


Our government is popularly supposed 


to be a government of the people, but In 
some particulars I fear we have strayed 
away from our firat principles. 
There- 


fore, I desiro to urge upon you the wis- 
dom of enacting a primary election law 
which shall put the nominating power 
solely in the hands of the people. If the 
people are able to govern themselves, they 
are able to say as to whom they want to 
represent them, but as primaries are now- 
conducted the people have but little to 
say. 
Probably the most satisfactory 
pri- 


mary law now In operation is the Minne- 
sota law, and after having made a careful 
study of its provisions I commend it to 


people, entrusted with that sacred law- 
making power, I have but one word of ad- 
vice, and that is, always remember that 
what is needed is not more laws, but bet- 
ter and wiser laws; laws that shall'work 
for the betterment of the people- and not 
for their downtroddlng.

For the last several years the question 


as to tho wisdom of abolishing the court 
of appeals and the enlargement of the .su- 
preme court, has been under advisement, 
and has always inet with tho hearty ap- 
proval of'the bar of the state. To make 
this change will require the submission of 
a constitutional amendment, and while I 
believe we can be too careful in making 
changes .in our fundamental law, 
am 


strongly convinced that this Is a much- 
needed change. The number of justices 
should not be less than five nor more 
than seven, and in my judgment the term 
of office should not exceed 12 years. Fubr 
lie policy forbids a longer; term tljan this.

Probate Laws. 
The County Judges' association

I believe the result they have attained 
will prove to be a wholesonib addition to 
our probate laws.

THE CEHEBAl STAFF OF THE ARMY. 


N PASSING the bill to provide for a general staff for 
the American army, the house of representatives 
evidently endeavored to put into practical use ono ot 


the lessons learned Irom the Spanish war. At the out- 
break of hostilities with that nation, it quickly became 
apparent not only that the United States Was unprepared 
in many of the most important military elements, but 
that there was no one competent and ready to assume 
the direction of affairs and to get things into the proper 
shape. Very fortunately for us we had to deal with a 
weak natioa Mud not a strong one, and American execu- 
tive ability soon reached the desired results even though 
tho proper system and organization were lacking. 
• 
But the United States could not afford to take chances 


in this way again, and very properly It has been decided 
to follow the lead of the military nations of Europe, and 
in time oE. peace to prepare for war in such a way as 
will not involve the absolute paralysis of commissariat 
and transportation departments in the event of a, sudden 
outbreak of hostilities. 


The bill which was approved by the house of repre- 


sentatives has been carefully prepared by the military ex- 
perts, and subjected to discussion in the house by those 
interested hi such matters, and it is to be presumed, at 
least until it has had a fair trial, that it represents the 
best judgment of congress as to the effective arrangement 
of such matters. 


' The bill undoubtedly will receive a good deal o£ criti- 


cism, for the reason that there are always those who pose 
as experts in such matters, and who feel certain that they 
could have prepared a measure much superior to that ot 
any one else, and there are others who always look upon 
any measure of this kind as a'delibcratc attempt to ignore 
or td belittle some military genius in whom they have 
a direct personal interest. For instance, we expect to 
bear that General Miles was sent to Asia to get him out 
of the way during tb,e passage ot this measure and that 
the bill Is the result of a malicious and underhanded at- 
tempt to subordinate the general of the .army to the 
bureaucrats o£ tbe war department.

* propriatlons have been placed to the credit of the prope 
fund or actually paid, and the large deficit which existed 
n( the beginning o'f his,term has given place to a surplus 
of about $200,000. To a large extent the credit for this be 
longs to the makers ot the new revenue law, which was, 
as much as possible under the circumstances, a non-par- 
tisan measuio and approved by public sentiment through- 
out the state. But a considerable share of tbe credit 
also belongs to Governor Orman and the state officials 
associated with him.

THE SALE OF STATE LANDS.

OME VERY interesting:facts in regard to the progress 


of settlement in this state may be drawn from the 
biennial report of Register Joyce of the state land 


board, .which was filed with the governor on Thursday. 
It shows that in the two years ending November 30, 1902, 
a total of $372,372.90 was received from the sale of state 
lands. 


Tbe state lands are divided under eight headings. ^Ot 


the school lands 114,132 acres were sold, and the state 
now has remaining unsold 3,398,453 acres. 


Under tug heading of "Internal Improvement" the 


register reports 248,781 acres sold and 253,417 acres 
remaining unsold. 


Under the heading "Agricultural College," there are 


reported 451,011 acres sold, 44,730 acres unsold. 


Under tne. heading "Penitentiary," the report shows 


24,724 acres sold, 7,179 acres unsold. 


Under the beading "Saline," the report shows 2,473 


acres sold and 16,362 acres unsold. 


Under the heading "State Reformatory," the report 


shows 11 acres sold and 508 acres unsold. 


Tbe beading "University" shows 33,791 acres sold 


and 12,093 acres unsold. 


While it Is doubtless- true that the state lands that 


have been sold constitute the most valuable part of the 
state's original endowment. It Is unquestionable that the 
remaining lands are of great value, and fortunately for 
the interests-of the state, the land board has adopted a 
wise policy of great care in making sales. 
"With tbe 


present prospects for large irrigation works, and witn 
the rapid increase of population in all parts of the state, 
the great value o£ these lands in the future is unques- 
tionably assured. The state could .have no better Invest- 
ment than to bold the title for these lands In its own 
keeping, except' in cases where a disposal of them to 
private 'owners is very evidently an incentive or an aid 
to tbe proper development of the natural resources of 
the state.

Silver Republicans who were acting together.

wish to tie public business^ii> by a deadlock,-and it is 
natural for .holiest men to.getWethe^Jnl^er'pubTlg ser- 
vice however $ey<,njiay diffe;',l«<poli«ckj wafers,. ,, .. 


GOVERNOR PEABODY'S MESSAGE. 


P 


HE CUSTOM of having two governor's messages, 


following each other in quick succession, is not a 
good one. 
It tends to confuse the legislators and 


tbe people, and neither one of the messages receives tbe 
attention ,lt deserves. 


This is especially true in a case like the present one. 


where there Is a change of administration. Tho outgoing 
governor, who has become familiar with state affairs 
during his term of office, may be presumed to know what 
Is needed better than the incoming executive, while on 
the other hand the new governor is the representative ot 
a party and a policy that has just been indorsed by the 
people to take the place ot tho former ones. 


If Governor Orman and Governor-olcct Peabody could 


have agreed together on a Joint message, and if after such 
an agreement it had be«n subjected to the revision of 
some competent news editor who had blue penciled about 
half of It, the resulting product would have had far more 
influence upon the members of the legislature, and more 
attention from the people. 


Yet Governor Peabody's message has much in it of 


value, and many things that deserve the attention, and 
the compliance of the legislators. 


The message Is business-like and plain-spoken through 


out, and it is evidently the result of a careful and pains- 
taking consideration of the state affairs, guided by a 
genuine desire to promote the real interests of the people. 


And this is especially noticeable in the wise advice to 


tbe legislature to make quality rather than quantity tbe 
main object of its legislative effort. 


At the time of a change of party the temptation is 


especially strong to make radical reforms in legislation, 
and to believe that everything accomplished by tho op- 
posite party must necessarily be wrong. 
There would 


be special danger in such a course at the present time 
because, as Governor Peabody says, recent legislatures 
have adopted important and far-reaching legislation which 
has not as yet had time to prove its value or demerits, and 
which ought to he given a fair trial. 
What the people 


need is a period of rest, he says, and this is undoubtedly 


BO. 


There is especial wisdom in that part of the message 


whic';i recommends that the convicts in the state peniten- 
tiary be employed In the construction of a state dltcn in 
tbe Arkansas canon, and that this be made a part of a 
reservoir system. 
In this way there would be no compe- 


tition with free labor, nor Invasion of existing irrigation 
rights. 
At the same time the convicts would have health- 


ful occupation, and a great material benefit would be ae 
cured for tho state, 


Governor Peabody also cordially indorses the recom- 


mendation for a liberal appropriation for the prosecution 
of the defense of the suit brought against this state by 
Kansas, in regard to the use of Arkansas river water, a 
suit which if decided against us threatens grave Injury to 
our irrigation systems. 


There are some things in the message, probably, thai 


will not meet the general approval of the people of this 
state, nor of the legislators, and that Governor Peabody 
would not himself have written had' he possessed a longer 
acquaintance or a more exact knowledge of state affairs 
But tiiat'is to be expected, and^jn general it may be 
affirmed'that" hi.s'message is a wise; and conservative one 
in keepmg with the expectation formed by the people o 
what this administration is to be, and worthy of the re 
spect of the; people and the careful attention of the mem 
bers o£ •the assembly.

THE SENATE'S GOEBEL RULES. 


-»HE ADOPTION by the Colorado senate of rules bor- 


rowed from Kentucky Is not justified by tbe Wol- 
cott threats to throw Democratic members out of

. watched with interest by engineers all over the world, 
fortunately for Colorado we have both these sources of 
power In almost inexhaustible quantities, but there is this 
notable difference between them. Every pound of coal 
that IB burned is gone forever and the total amount In 
store is diminished by just that much. But the water 
power may be used for a thvusand years and at, the end 
of that time the amount ready for use will not be dimin- 
ished to the slightest extent by what has been made of 
soi-vice.

OME of the principal beet sugar manufacturers oi 


the country have adopted a resolution declaring tha* 
they prefer a reduction of 20 per cent on the sugai 


tariff rather than a continuation of the present agitation 
and uncertainty.

was not attended by all the American beet sugar makers 
or their representatives, and some of these are known 
to be strongly opposed to the resolution.

It is true 
doubt that the beet sugar growers ani 


manufacturars have a right as Americans and as Repub 
Hcans to demand that the promises made by the party In 
Its national platforms shall be kept, and that they sbal 
be given a full measure of tariff protection to which they 
are entitled as a most important and most promising In 
fant industry. 


But on tDe other hand, there is a very strong sent! 


ment In the cast in favor of special tariff concessions to 
Cuba, .and the president of the United States and nu 
raerous other leading Republicans are very Strongly of thu 
opinion that the 'national good faith is pledged towan 
tariff concessions for Cuba. 


And it i* further true beyond doubt that the bee 


sugar industvy of the United States has reached a poin 
where it cannot be mortally Injured by a 20 per cent 
reduction oE the tariff on Cuban sugars. 
The Industry 


will probably rot grow as fast as it would if the tarii 
were maintained, but it will continue to grow, and there 
Is every prospect that before very many years the' prin 
cipal source of supply for the United States will be found 
In the beet sugar fields Ofithe west, 


It should bo borne in mind also that this concession 


on the part of *nome of the beet sugar men does not neces- 
sarily settle the fate of the Cuban reciprocity measure 
As stated above, there are a good many of the beet suga 
men that ave not in favor of this reduction, and they 
will have ycrong arguments in support of their position 
before congif.ss.

fore in the

party. He 


wanted that this committee at this meet- 
ing should take some action that would 
bring the two factions of the Republi-

together. 
After he had 


finished,'the p,roxy committee reported 
that all the proxies were justly entitled 
to the seats of the members they pur- 
ported to represent. This caused a 
discussion, many of those present claim- 
tag that the rules governing'the state 
central committee provided that no per- 
jSon should-hold a proxy unless he -was 
president of the same county as the 
'member he was supposed to represent. 
The chairman held that that rule was

Cripple Creek, Jan. 10.—The ultimate 


success of the greatest gold camp now 
seems to • He in the treatment of low 
grade ores. It has been demonstrated 
that there is plenty of smelting and 
mill grade, but the question now con- 
fronts the people, what shall be done 
with the millions upon millions of tons 
of low grade ore? 


It now seems as if that question is 


finally settled by the cyanide process, 
which now comes to the 
front 
and 


treats $5 to $12 ore, leaving a handsome 
profit on all ore that will give values of 
$6 and up. 


This demonstration has opened the 


eyes of the mining men of Colorado 
and especially those interested in this 
district, as many at the present time 
are erecting cyanide mills with capaci- 
ties of from 25 to 200 tons per day, while 
several which are already in operation 
are turning out the yellow metal from 
rock that has been thrown over the 
dump as worthless. 


Take the Wild Horse dump, for in- 


stance. This large pile of rock and 
dirt has been sorted, washed and 
screened two or three times, but at 
the present time A. H. Heller, who pur- 
chased this dump some months i ago, 
Is hauling the rock in wagons from the 
property ta the Arequa mill, treating 
from 65 to 100 tons a day, making a 
clear profit of 65 to 70 cents on each 
ton treated, this being only one case 
where $6 ore is treated at a profit Sev- 
eral other mills are in operation that 
have a better grade of ore to work 
upon, and it is easy tp figure up what 
their profits amount to. 


It is the question of .the hour among 


mining men and companies here in the 
camp, and for tb,e many who are not yet 
acquainted with the process, the fol- 
lowing will give them a general idea of 
the price, material and process through 
which the ore goes.
